T am transmitting herewith for 
your consideration an Executive 
order and an amendment to the ex- 
isting regulations, the effect of 
which is to make the decisions of 
the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue allowing a refund, credit or 
abatement of income, excess prof-

The decision will give the amount 
of the overassessment, a brief sum- 
mary of the facts and a citation of 
the applicable statutory or judi- 
cial authorities. 

Tt has been the consistent policy 
of the Treasury thet tax returns

AMERICANS LEAVING 
THE TORREON AREA 


Crowded Trains Carry Families 
to El Paso—Many Stranded 
in Torreon. 


EL PASO, Texas, March 14 (®).— 
The spectre of battle in Central 
Mexico today caused a general ex- 
odus of the wives and families of 
American mining engineers and busi- 
ness men from that section of the 
republic. 

Each train from the south brought 


large numbers of refugees seeking to 
escape the dangers of the impending 
warfare in the vicinity of Torreon. 
Coahuila, between large forces of 
rebels and Federal soldiers. 

A train arriving this morning was 
so crowded there were not enough 
seats to accommodate the many pas- 
sengers. The travelers took turns in 
standing and sitting on the ride of 
more than twenty-four hours be- 
tween Torreon and Juraez. Some of 
the women are remaining in El 
Paso, to return to Mexico as soon as 
conditions become normal. Others 
went to former homes in different 
parts of the United States. 

Among the women arriving today 
were Mrs. Frank Trotter, Mrs. T. G. 
Platt, Mrs. A. R. Fletcher. Mrs. D. 
Thurber, Miss Blanche Debergue, 
Mrs. James C. Powell, wife of the 
American Vice Consul at Torreon; 
Mrs. N. P. Grenfell of Parral, Chi- 
huahua, and Mrs. A. A. Hulsiger of 
Chihuahua City. Several Mexican 
families also arrived here. 

Preparations were made here to 
send a train of Pullmans from Juarez 
to Torreon to bring more families of 
Americans and Mexicans attempting 
- leave the zone of military activ- 
ities. 


Many Americans Stranded.

WASHINGTON, March 14 (4).— 
With the crucial period of the Mex- 
ican revolt regarded by officials here 
as close at hand, the American Gov- 
ernment has begun a determination 
of the policy it will follow hereafter 
with respect to rebels crossing the 
boundary line. 

Indications point strongly to the 
adoption of rigid regulations for the 
use of all means at the disposal of 
American authorities to prevent the 
return of the rebels to Mexican soil 
to continue their revolutionary ac- 
tivities. 

Announcement was made by Secre- 
tary Kellogg today that he had 
begun a study to determine what 
policy would be followed in connec- 
tion with the rebels. While it was 
supposed that the inquiry would be 
directed on the detention and re- 
lease of General Borquez, a rebel, 
who crossed Tuesday night at 
Nogales, Ariz., it was explained later 
that the study would be made to 
determine a general policy. The cir- 
cumstances surrounding General 
Borquez’s release by American im- 
migration authorities are being 
studied, but any conclusions arrived 
at are not expected to include cen- 
sure of officials for their part in 
that incident. 

The section of the Pan-American 
Treaty dealing with the detention of 
rebels against a constituted govern- 
ment on the Western Hemisphere 
provides that the expense of deten- 
tion shall be borne by the govern- 
ment benefited. Thus, in the event 
that American officials held large 
numbers of revolutionary soldiers, 
the expense of their keep would be 
charged against the Mexican Treas- 
ury and not that of this country. 

In case the United States decided 
to carry out strictly the terms of 
the treaty, American officials would 
disarm rebels detained and the am- 
munition and arms would be re- 
turned, once the struggle is ter- 
minated, to the Mexican Federals. 
The treaty does not deal with the 
return of rebels into the hands of 
the authorities they struck against.

Baseball a Favorite Sport. 


Baseball-is the favorite sport of the 
boys of Torreon, and in normal times 
they maintain good teams, playing a 
regular seasonal series with teams 
from the border towns. 

Usually there is a sizable popula- 
tion in the town. The hotels are 


filled with American mining en- 
gineers and executives and commer- 
cial travelers bound to or from the 
mines and cities further south. There 
is a considerable colony of German 
importers and merchants. In the 
past Torreon was a centre for Chi- 
nese, but since the massacre of-1911, 
when several hundred Chinese were 
killed or driven out, few are to be 
seen. 

‘And also, if the soldiers quartered 
in Torreon had time, they might find 
diversion in music and dancing,’’ it 
was said. ‘‘A former American resi- 
dent declared that all its artisans and 
laborers seemed to be musicians by 
avocation.

BRITONS DENOUNCE 
GENERAL ELECTRIC 


Exclusion of Americans From 
New Stock Issue Evokes 
Widespread Protests. 


QUESTIONS IN COMMONS 


—— 


Our Embassy Is Watching the De- 
velopments, but Expects No 
Diplomatic Intervention.

LONDON, March 14.—Although the 
American Embassy in London was 
asked by Washington to watch the 
matter of the British General Elec- 
tric’s action in excluding Americans 
and all other foreigners from par- 
ticipating in the new share issue, it 
is said that there is nothing in the 
situation calling for diplomatic action. 
The members of the embassy staff 
here are, of course, greatly inter- 
ested and have had various conver- 
sations with the representatives of 
the protesting American sharehold- 


ers and sympathize with their at- 
titude, but this is entirely unofficial 
so far as the diplomats are con- 
cerned. They realize that the Brit- 
ish corporation is entirely within its 
legal right in excluding foreigners 
from ownership in the new stock, 
just as it was legally justified last 
year in depriving foreign holders 
of its stock of their voting rights. 


Diplomatic ‘‘Incident’’ Unlikely. 

In other words, the present situa- 
tion is entirely within the scope of 
the domestic law of England, in 
which no embassy of a foreign coun- 
try may intervene. There is not the 
least likelihood of an international 
incident, in the diplomatic sense, 
growing out of the exclusion policy 


August the fiorelgn shareholders 
were actually deprived of their votes. 

“It seems extraordinary that Amer- 
ican shareholders did not object 
strongly against this revolutionary 
act of disfranchisement. It is a 
common enough practice to limit the 
voting rights of foreign share- 
holders. For example, to comply with 
Swedish law the great Swedish watch 
company in issuing shares in London 
and other international centres has 
always limited voting rights to one- 
thousandth of a vote per share, 
while Swedish owned shares receive 
one vote per share. No objection ever 
has been raised to this practice. To 
deprive foreign shareholders of the 


| right to vote at all is revolutionary. 


It is a step which British holders of 
foreign securities would describe as 
financial Bolshevism. 

“Tf there were doubts that the in- 
terest of Americans in General Elec- 
tric was anything more than that of 
honest and peaceful investment, Sir 
Hugo Hirst himself dispeiled them 
by the statement that since the dis- 
franchisement of foreign sharehold- 
ers last year American buying of 
General Electric shares has increased 
steadily until it is estimated that 60 
per cent of the ordinary share capi- 
tal is in American investors’ hands. 

“Before August, 1928, 40,000 Gen- 
eral Electric shares were held in 
New York. Today the number is 
1,500,000. Despite the fact that these 
1,500,000 shares possess no votes so 
that there is no question of control 
of the company passing into foreign 
hands, General Electric decided to 
exclude them from participation in 
the new issue on bonus terms. This 
issue of 1,600,000 shares is intended 
te provide funds for repayment in 
1931 of £3,249,600 seven per cent 
mortgage debenture stock. How 
could this issue be limited to the 
British public only without creating 
a scandal? 

“The company found a wr. out by 
selling 1,500, shares of the new 
issue to the British Foreign and 
Colonial Corporation at £2 per share, 
leaving them to allot the shares at a 
price not exceeding £2 2s to such 
British subjects as they think fit but 
with definite instructions to dis- 
tribute the shares among the great- 
est number of applicants without re- 
gard to whether they are share- 
holders or not. 

“The extraordinary fact is that at 
the time this issue was announced 
the market price of General Electric 
shares was 65 shillings. Who has 
ever heard of a company rage 4 a 
bonus issue to the outside public 
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without permitting all its own share- 
holders to participate? Such a prac- 
tice is illegal in some countries. Yet 
General Electric has decided upon 
this extraordinary couse because to 
offer shares to its British sarehold- 
ers would have meant actually de-

To spite the face of its American 
shareholders the company has cut 
off the nose of its British share- 
holders. 

“Sir Hugo Hirst can argue that it 
is no fault of his that American buy- 
ing should carry the price of General 
Electric shares far above their in- 
trinsic investment value. The price 
this year has been as high as 80 
shillings, and on the basis of existing 
Gividends of 10 per cent Sir Hugo 
may argue that 42 shillings is a more 
reasonable valuation than 80 shillings. 
But the Stock Exchange always looks 
ahead, and despite recent events still 
values General Electric shares at 52 
shillings and 6 pence. Issue of the 
new shares at 42 shillings is there- 
fore giving away a bonus of which 
the American shareholders are de- 
prived absolutely, although the Brit- 
ish shareholders may participate by 
subscribing to the new issue. 

‘‘The consequences of this discrim- 
ination may be serious if foreign 
companies in which British invest- 
ors are interested retaliate or follow 
General Electric’s example. The ex- 
tent of our foreign holdings is enor- 
mous. The Board of Trade has just 
estimated that the net income from 
overseas investment is £285,000,000 a 
year. If British shareholders were 
to be deprived of voting rights and 
subscription rights in foreign com- 
panies it would bring heavy loss to 
the national income and wealth. 

“It is quite true that General Elec- 
tric occupies an important position 
in the British electrical industry and 
that that industry contributes to the 
national wealth. But the City of Lon- 
don is also contributing to the na- 
tional income, and its earnings de- 
pend upon the extent to which its 
financial machinery is used as an in- 
ternational centre for investment 
business. The London Stock Ex- 
change is one of the most important 
parts in that financial mechanism 
and if it cannot guarantee the for- 
eign capitalist free dealings in Brit- 
ish securities because of restrictions 
which British companies impose, the 
London Stock Exchange will lose its 
position as an international market 
and business will flow to other 
centres. 

“It is these broad national con- 
siderations which seem lost on Sir 


AMERICANS DISCUSS ACTION. 


No Final Decision Reached on Legal 
Steps to Be Taken. 


The American committee, headed 
by Thomas L., Chadbourne, which is 
protesting the action of the General 
Electric Company, Ltd., of Great 
Britain in barring American in- 
vestors was in communication by 
cable yesterday with its counsel in 
London, but it was said that no final 
agreement had been reached as to 
the exact lines on which the contest 
would be continued. 

The committee held a long meeting 
to analyze the situation caused by 
the action of the stockholders of the 
company on Wednesday in ratifying 
the sale of the new shares to a Lon- 
don banking house, which will offer 
them publicly to British investors 
only.

UNFAIR, ONE CRITIC ASSERTS. 


Financial Expert in London Chron- 
icle Attacks Directors’ Action.

LONDON, Fride , March 15.—As

ize that the campaign against for- 
eign shareholders has not only 
shocked City opinion but has of- 
fended the British sense of fair play. 

“The campaign started last Sum- 
mer. The General Electric directors 
were apparently annoyed at the rise 
in the market price of the shares 
which took place about ten days be- 
fore the announcement of the in- 
creased dividend.

$1,000,000 3 WINDLE 
IN LIQUOR CHARGED 


New Yorker Asks State Depart- 
ment Aid Against Smugglers of 
Whisky Bought in Cuba. 


-LINKED TO WALSH KILLING 


Some Lay the Miami Shooting to 
a Quarrel Over Cargo Men- 
tioned in Complaint.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The 
State Department today acted to pro- 
tect the interests of a New York 
business man, whose identity was not 
disclosed, who is said to have been 
swindled out of $1,000,000 worth of 
pre-prohibition American whisky by 
an international smuggling syndi- 
cate. 

At the request of the New York 
man’s lawyer, whose name the State 
Department declined to divulge, Sec- 
retary Kellogg directed the American 
Ambassador to Cuba to investigate 
the New Yorker’s claim to a share of 
the liquor cargo of a Cuban schooner 
named ‘‘Tres Reyes.’’ Controversy 
over ownership of this liquor cargo 
is said to be responsible for the mur- 
der in 2 Coral Gables Hotel of 
Thomas (Fatty) Walsh, bodyguard 
of the late Arnold Rothstein, the 
New York gambler. 

The attorney asked the State De- 
partment to make representations to 
the Cuban Government in behalf of 
his client. The lawyer wanted the 
Cuban authorities to detain the 
liquor, if it still was within its juris- 
diction, until the New York business 
man had had time to protect his in- 
terests in the courts. 

The State Department asked the 
Ambassador at Cuba to look into the 
affair and, if the facts warranted, 
to make appropriate representations 
to the Cuban Government. The New 
York business man, according to his 
lawyer’s story, put up $172,000 of 
$215,000 used in purchasing Ameri- 
can rye whisky held by the Cuban 
Government for non-payment of 


taxes. 
The New Yorker was told, accord- 
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Chicago Juc'ges Vote to Delay Civil Suits

CHICAGO, March 14.—Judges of 
the Circuit and Superior courts, at a 
joint meeting today, unanimously fa- 
vored a proposal to suspend the 
hearing of civil actions in Cook 
County and to direct all their activ- 
ities to the consideration of criminal 
cases.

An emergency court may be left 
open to consider petitions for tem- 
porary injunctions or receiverships 
and other classes of civil cases which 
require immediate attention under 
the law.

$300,000 IN LIQUOR 
SEIZED AT MANSION 


Customs Agents and Police 
Make Raid. at Old Dietz 
Estate at Hempstead. 


FIVE MEN ARE ARRESTED 


Seven Automobiles Captured— 
Whisky Confiscated Is Believed 
Landed by Ship. 


HEMPSTEAD, L. I., March 14.— 
Federal customs agents and Nassau 
County police today seized rye and 
Scotch whisky which they said was 
worth $300,000 on the old Dietz es- 
tate on the Mill Road south of here. 
Five persons were arrested and will 
be arraigned in Brooklyn tomorrow. 
The Federal men said they believed 
the liquor had been unloaded from 
a ship. 

The Dietz estate was purchased 
some time ago by the St. Joseph’s 
Sisterhood, and there is a sign on the 
property reading ‘‘St. Joseph’s Villa,”’ 
but no one occupies the mansion ex- 
cept a caretaker and his wife and 
child. The customs agents said they 
had been watching the place for 
forty-eight hours. 

Five sedans, one containing a radio 
set which apparently had been taken 
from a ship, and two motor trucks 
were found on the premises, the raid- 
ers said. The bulk of the seizure, 
according to the agents, consisted of 
6,000 quarts of uncut William Penn 
rye whisky. There were 500 bags of 
the same brand on one of the trucks 
and a quantity of Scotch on the 
other, the agents said. 

The customs ents were E. A. 
Gleason, William Mangan and E. W. 
O’Keefe. They were accompanied 
by Lieutenant Winfield Remsen and 
Sergeant John Smith of the county 
police.

Senate Action Again Required. 


The Senate will have to act upon 
the new protocol providing for 
American membership in the Court. 
The first reservation which the Sen- 
ate attached in ratifying the old pro- 
tocol in 1926 provided that American 
adherence should be _ conditioned 
upon the understanding that there 


would be no change in the statutes 
of the Court. The Court statutes 
are now to be changed. This means 
that the Senate must again act and 
that a two-thirds majority will be re- 
quired for ratification. 

Senator Borah, Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, has 
not changed his opinion since he led 
the opposition to the Court in De- 
cember, 1925. Mr. Borah’s position

LOOK DECADE AHEAD’ 


Atterbury Cites P. R. R. Electri- 
fication Between New York 
and Wilmington as Example. 


FORECASTS 30,000,000 HERE 


In an Address to Boston Commerce 
Chamber, He Favors Combining 
Plane, Motor and Train Lines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, March 14.—Modern rail- 
roads, to insure their very existence, 
have been obliged to plan at least a 
decade ahead of the existing indus- 
trial situation, declared General 
W. W. Atterbury, president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, in an ad- 
dress before the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce today. F 

As an instance of projects looking 
to ‘“‘the country’s future transpor- 
tation problems,’’ General Atterbury 
cited the announced plan of electri- 
fication of the service over the Penn- 
Sylvania between New York City and 


Wilmington, Del., at an estimated 
cost of $100,000,000 

Progress in operating efficiency, 
he said, was the ‘‘cumulative effect 
of improved administration, large 


capital expenditures since the war | 900 


for additional facilities, together 
with the helpful cooperation of shiv- 
pers and the public, and the loyal 
efforts of the employes.’’ 


Urges Returns to Attract Capital. 


While the railroads must depend 
to a great extent on their own far- 
sighted policies, he continued, their 
future also depends in a great meas- 
ure on the public and the legislative 
and regulatory bodies of the coun- 
try. The railroads, he declared, 
must be allowed to make fair enough 
returns to attract the investing pub- 
lic and the money necessary to de- 
velop continued improvement in ser- 
vice and equipment. 

Development of the airplane as a 
commercial carrier in this country 
“is getting off on the right foot,’’ he 
said, through its cooperation with 
railroads, while the coordination of 
rail and highway transportation, 
now well under way, he declared to 
be a significant phase of transpor- 
tation progress. 

Venturing a forecast of the future, 
General Atterbury visualized metro- 
politan New York with a population 
of 30,000,000 inhabitants in 1950 and 
the whole country grown proportion- 
ately into a nation of mammoth in- 
dustrial communities linked together 
by steam and electric, gasoline and 
air transportation lines. 

General Atterbury’s 
part reads as follows: 

“Tt is not alone the railroads of to- 
day with which Chambers of Com- 
merce like yours should be concerned 
but also the railroads of tomorrow. | 
When railroad service is what it is 
now, the most dependable the coun- | 
try has ever experienced, it is easy | 
enough to persuade one’s self that 
it will always be so and to accept it 
as the natural thing.

Cites Reduced Operating Costs. 


“That is our purpose in electrifying 
the eastern portion of our line, in de- 
veloping transcontinental rail-air ser- 
vice, in coordinating bus and truck 
service with railroad overations, and 
in the study of numerous projects 
for improvement and expansion of 
the railroad plant that are constantly 
under consideration.”’ 

General Atterbury said that the 
ratio of operating costs to revenue 
had been reduced from 87.6 cents to 
the dollar in 1921 to 73.9 cents in 
1928. Railroads are running on a 
‘more scientific basis than ever be- 
fore,’’ he continued. He cited im- 
provements in freight handling. 

“In 1920 if you shipped a carload 
of goods from Chicago to New York 
you could expect them to arrive in 
from one to three weeks,’’ he said. 
“At present you can expect them to 
arrive at destination on the fourth 
morning after they are shipped from 
Chicago. 

‘“‘This is not happening on our rail- 
road alone. The same trend of im- 
provement is true of the railroads in 
general. The attention being given 
to scientific transportation and the 
money that is being spent in capital 
investment to facilitate such ~— 
movement surpass anything of the 
kind in the history of American 
transportation. 


Forecasts New York of 1950. 


“Last Fall the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road announced its project of electri- 
fying the entire road train service 
between New York and Wilmington, 


Del., representing 325 miles of line 
and 1,300 miles of track. This elec- 
trification will far exceed in magni- 
tude and importance that in service 
on any other railroad in the world 
and aa cost approximately $100,- 


“This is an enormous sum of 
money for a corporation to spend on 
improving its ability to serve. It is 
obvious that it cannot be spent at 
once, but must be spread over a 
period of seven or eight years. It is 
equally obvious that it should not be 
spent at all lunless it is necessary. 
The board of directors of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad did not inaugurate 
this work until exhaustive studies 
had been made of the whole indus- 
trial and transportation situation in 
the Eastern part of the country, in- 
cluding the terminal developments 
cf Philadelphia and Newark. It was 
foreseen that by 1950 the metropoli- 
tan area around New York would 
probably extend to New Brunswick 
on the west and well out on Long 
Island on the east, and contain 30,- 
000,000 people, and that there would 
be development in other cities. * * * 

“It must not be thought that ex- 
tension of electrified railroad lines 
implies that the days of steam trans- 
portation are ended. On the con- 
trary, steam power is basic to rail- 
road operation. Special conditions of 
a densely vopulated, rapidly growing 
district,. however, make electrical 
operation desirable in some _in- 
stances. In cther words, the new 
era in railroading will not supplant 
the old, but will supplement it.’’

COUNTY OPTION BILL 


Legislative Leaders Confer 
With Machold on What the 
Party Should Do. 


DRY GROUPS ARE SILENT 


Assembly Passes Sargent Bill to 


Give Women Equality on 
Party Committees. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 14.—With the 
budget and prohibition again emerg- 
ing as outstanding legislative topics, 
the Republican leaders of the Legis- 
lature today were waiting for the 
next move of Governor Roosevelt in 
connection with the new split over 
the appropriation measure and for 
introduction by the Republicans of 
the proposed county option dry bill 
early next week. 

The new dry measure, it is expect- 
ed, will be prepared over the week- 
end and may be presented to the 
| Senate as early as Monday evening. 

It was discussed today by the legis- 
lative leaders, who are taking ad- 
vantage of the presence of H. 
Edmund Machold, chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, to ob- 
tain his advice on what ought to be 
| done by the Republicans to stress 
| the fact that the party in this State 
| is committed to honest enforcement 
of prohibition and in that respect is 
in full accord with the Federal Ad- 
| ministration at Washington. 

William H. Hill, late head of the 
Hooover campaign committee in this 
| State and an influential party leader 
in the Southern tier of the State, 
was here today. He said that he 
| heartily favored the county option 
proposal, now that there was no 
longer any hope of putting a State- 
wide enforcement bill through. He 
| expressed the opinion that most of 
| the up-State leaders of his party 
would be found in line for the pro- 
posal. 


Attitude of Drys Awaited. 


There has been speculation regard- 
| ing the probable stand of the various 
dry groups, which had been solidly 
| aligned in support of the Jenks bill.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fia., March 
14 UP).—Major H. O. D. Segrave, the 
British racing driver who set a new 
world’s speed record of 231.36 miles 
an hour here on Monday, declared 
late today that he had lifted the rec- 


ord to a place where he believed it 
would remain for several years and 
that he had definitely retired from 
automobile racing. 

Major Segrave said that he would 
return to England after compenar 
in the Biscayne Bay regatta at Mi- 
ami next week and will devote him- 
self to the cement business. He will 
continue to engage in power boat 
racing as a hobby. 

The Golden Arrow car, specially 
designed for super-speed racing, will 
be taken to New York for exhibition 
before it is transported to England 
to be placed in a museum. 

The Englishman’s declaration 
cleared up speculation as to his 
future intentions. After setting the 
new record, Major Segrave an- 
nounced that he would quit, but later 
he said that he would try to race his 
car to its maximum theoretical speed 
of 240 miles per hour. 

He had intended doing this yester- 
day, but canceled the trials after 
Lee Bible’s tragic death in the Tri- 
plex. At that time, he declared, 
that he was ‘“‘through’”’ and the in- 
ternational speed trials accordingly 
were officially ended.

LAWYERS CONDEMN 


CONDUCT OF ATWELL 


Federal Judge’s Attack Upon 
Serri in Dry Case Censured 
by Brooklyn Bar. 


OPPOSE HIS RETURN HERE 


Plea Addressed to High Court Calls 
Jurist’s Remarks “Improper 
and Intolerant.” 


The Brooklyn Bar Association 
adopted last night a resolution con- 
demning Federal Judge William H. 
Atwell of Dallas, Texas, for ‘im- 
proper and intolerant” statements | 
made last Summer to F. R. Serri, a 
Brooklyn lawyer, in the United 


States Court in Brooklyn. 

The association also asked that the 
resolution and the committee report 
on which it was based “shall be 
deemed a memorial to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and a 
request to the Chief Justice thereof 
that the Hon. William H. Atwell, 
D. J., may not again be assigned to 
sit in the District Court of the 
United States for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of New York.’”’ 


Attacks Abuse By Judges. 


The committee which investigated 
the Serri case said in its report to 
the association: 

‘‘We conclude and recommend that | 
the Brooklyn Bar Association noe 


condemn in unmeasured terms the 
conduct of which Judge Atwell has 
been guilty. Means exist by which 
lawyers may be kept within the 
bounds of propriety; no such means 
are available to the lawyers who suf- 
fer from the insolence and boorish- 
isness of the judges. We believe 
that members of the bar are entitled 
to common courtesy and freedom 
from insults and abuse at the hands 
of judges.”’ 

The report, which was unanimously 
adopted, suggested that ‘‘copies of 
the report be forwarded for publica- 
tion to all available law journals and 
similar publications throughout the 
United States, to the appropriate 
committees of the American Bar As- 
sociation and the New York State 
Bar Association, to the Department 
of Justice and to the members of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States.”’ 

It was while he was defending Mrs, 
Angelina De Lucca of 285 Hudson 
Avenue, Brooklyn, that Mr. Serri 
was reproved by Judge Atwell. The 
woman was found guilty of having 
sold liquor to Federal prohibition of- 
ficers, but the jury recommended 
leniency. After the verdict was an- 
nounced Mr. Serri asked for and re- 
ceived permission to address the 
court on behalf of his client. 

Mr. Serri maintained that the ver-| 
dict was unjustified and said he| 
knew positively that the defendant 
had sold no whisky to the prohibi- 
tion agent who made the arrest. 


Jurist Impugned Lawyer. 


When the lawyer finished talking 
Judge Atwell made no direct reply to 
him, but called the defendant’s 
daughter to the bar. To her he said: 

“I am sorry for her for her choice 
of her attorney. I consider she was 
very unfortunate in the choice of 
her attorney to defend her. His re- 
cital of the bootleggers’ game is 
astonishing to the court, and I can- 
not understand how any reputable 
attorney could have such first-hand 
information, such definite knowledge. 
It is astonishing to me how he could 
have such personal knowledge of the 
facts unless he was there at the time. 
It is also inexcusable for an attorney 
to offer his own experiences and 
opinion in a matter of this kind in 
view of the well-known ethics of the 
profession and the rules of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association. This court is 
unaccustomed to things of this sort, 
and the ethics of the profession are 
opposed to any tirade such as an ac- 
cusation by an officer of the court 
against the character of the officers 
in this case. 

“Now, down in my part of the 
country in Texas, had you made such 
an accusation against an officer of 
the law the officer would have 
smashed your face before you got 
out of the court room. I believe that 
his [(Serri’s] appearance in this at- 
mosphere in this United States court 
igs novel to him.” 


Jail Threat Halts Protest. 


Serri, who has had fifteen years’ 
experience at an attorney, started to 
protest but, according to the court 
record, was halted by Judge Atwell 
with the remark: 

“Your client is now on her way to 
jail—do you want to go along with 
her?”’ 

When Mrs. De Lucca’s daughter 
told the court that her mother was 
unable to move away from Hudson 
Avenue, Judge Atwell said to her: 
‘“‘Well, white and colored ple can- 
not live together.’’ This remark,

AS AID 70 DOCTORS 


Wynne Proposes Experiment in 
Yorkville Area to Supplement 
Private Physicians’ Work. 


ALSO WANTS PAY CLINICS 


Service for Patients of Moderate 
Means Are Needed, He Says at 
Health Conference Session. 


An experiment to assist doctors 
and dentists to organize for coopera- 
tion and thus end their criticism of 
the public health agency as curtail- 
ing their income was proposed yes- 
terday by Health Commissioner Shir- 
ley W. Wynne at the annual meet- 
ing of the Bellevue-Yarkville health 
demonstration held at the Hotel 
Roosevelt in connection with the 
fourth annual New York Health 
Conference. 

Commissioner Wynne _ suggested 
that the Health Department and the 
Bellevue-Yorkville health demon- 
stration, which is being financed by 
the Milbank Memorial Fund, jointly 
place a staff of nurses at the dis- 
posal of doctors and dentists in the 
demonstration district. These nurses 
would work solely for the benefit of 
the physicians. They would visit 
patients, instruct them in disease pre- 
vention and furnish that supplemen- 
tal service which the physician may 
be unable to give in his office. If 
the experiment is a success, the doc- 
tors would take over the responsibil- 
ity of the work themselves, said Dr. 
Wynne. He expects to begin plan- 
ning for the new agency shortly. 

“Health agencies have been too 
prone to criticize the private doctor 
when he is doing all he can, with fees 
of $1, $2 and $3,’’ said Dr. Wynne. 
“How can we expect him to main- 
tain a staff of nurses to do follow- 
up work in the homes of his patients 
to see that they observe the laws of 
health? No health organization would 
think of launching a campaign 
against diphtheria or tuberculosis, 
for instance, without organizing a 
staff of nurses to bring in people for 
immunization or examination. Then 
we must not expect more of the pri- 
vate physicians. The situation can 
best be met by placing a staff of 
nurses at the disposal of the private 
doctors and dentists. Give the physi- 
cians a chance and I think they will 
work with us in our efforts to con- 
trol sickness and prevent disease.”’ 


Advocates Pay Clinics. 


As a collateral aid in the move-| 
ment to prevent illness, Dr. Wynne 
said, the outstanding need in every 
community is efficient medical and 
dental service for persons of modest 
means. In this connection he ad- 
vocated the organization by the prac- 
titioners of pay clinics to be operated 
and maintained by the County Medi- 
cal Society and the Department of | 


Health. ; 

“Tf the doctors do not meet this 
situation themselves, the public will 
demand that the State supply the 
service required, for, after all, the) 
preservation of health is a direct re- 
sponsibility of the State,’’ he added.

“It is gratifying to point out,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that the American Public 
Health Association’s rating for the 
year 1927 gives Syracuse a score of 
899 points out of a possible 1,000—the 
best on record thus far for cities in 
this population group. Syracuse has 
health service at present that in or- 
ganization conforms to present ac- 
cepted standards of service, that in 
personnel is adequate in number and 
that will increase in efficiency un- 
doubtedly as experience is added to 
the training which this personnel is 
receiving.”’ 

Dr. Louis I. Dublin, statistician of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, said that the surface of 
the possibilities in public health 
work had hardly been scratched. 
He said that approximately half the 
population was in rural districts and 
that a majority of these sections did 
not have the proper public health 
facilities. The same results can be 
achieved in rural sections as are now 
achieved in cities, said Dr. Dublin. 


Diet as Longevity Aid. 


Proper diet may be the means of 
increasing the span of human life 
at least 10 per cent, according to Dr. 
Henry C. Sherman, Professor of 
Chemistry at Teachers College. 


“By studying twenty-one genera- 
tions of rats,’’ said Dr. Sherman, 
‘“‘we can confidently apply the ex- 
perience to human beings. On the 
basis of well-controlled laboratory 
experiments we can extend our find- 
ings to man. For example, in a study 
where one group of animals was fed 
on an adequate diet and another 
group on an inadequate diet during 
the period of infancy, we discovered 
that the effect of this infant feeding 
extended through adult life. The rats 
with the inadequate infant diet were 


|; more susceptible to respiratory dis- 


eases. 

“It is my firm belief that with sim- 
ple improvements in the diet of the 
average human being the span of life 
and the prime of. life can be ex- 
tended more than 10 per cent and 
that the full measure of good health 
can be enjoyed by a larger percent- 
age of the population.”’ 

Dr. Edward T. Devine, executive 
officer of the Bellevue-Yorkville 
health demonstration, discussed the 
future opportunities of the experi- 
ment. Other speakers were Dr. 
Charles Gordon Heyd of the New 
York County Medical Society, Dr. 
Walter F. Willcox of Cornell Univer- 
sity, Dr. C. E. A. Winslow of Yale 
University and Dr. William H. Park 
of the Department of Health. 





Hoover Receives New Irish Envoy.

WASHINGTON, March 14. — Mi- 
chael MacWhite, the new Minister 
from the Irish Free State, was re- 
ceived today by President Hoover.

HERE is nothing new in what you call the linking of forces 
between the commercial and literary world. 

Callisthenes is one of the best known authors of the day ; 
and the catalogues of Fortnum and Mason are treasured by 
collectors and are read by me with delight, and with just that 

watering of the mouth that they are intended to provoke. 

But long before these two triumphs of commercial literature were thought 
of, there was a secret alliance between the two forces. When I was a beginner 
those members of my profession who were journalists as well as writers of books 
were, I regret to say, unashamed and inveterate cadgers. They flourished their 
connection with the press not only in the theatre box offices as an excuse for 
demanding free admissions (orders, they used to be called) but in hotels and 
shops as a reason for allowing them substantial discounts or even not charging 
them anything. 

I do not know which was the more amazing: the effrontery with which 
this blackmail was levied or the credulity with which it was submitted to. The 
consideration was called a puff; and editors were always on the watch to defeat 
the efforts of their contributors to slip them into the paper, though these same 
editors would pay their own hotel bills with puffs. 

When what was called “ the new journalism ” began with interviews, then 
considered a startling and highly questionable innovation, the gentleman or lady 
who interviewed you admired the ornaments on your mantelpiece and remarked 
that the Countess of So-and-So, on being interviewed the week before, had very 
kindly presented the interviewer with some trifle or other (worth five pounds or 
so) and didn’t you think that was very nice of her ? As to the lunches at the press 
views at the picture galleries, and the suppers on the stage at the Lyceum Theatre on 
first nights, they were so completely a matter of course that I doubt if they counted 
for as much in the subsequent press notices as they cost. 

All this puffery and cadging went on underground; and though my elders not only had 
no scruples about it, but actually insisted on it as an appanage of their literary dignity, I could 
not bring myself to practise it or to regard it otherwise than as corrupt and personally 
dishonourable. 

It was not through literature that it suddenly came to the surface and became a legitimate 
department of art. When Millais was at the height of his fame as a painter a very popular picture 
of his, representing a nice little boy blowing bubbles, was bought by the firm of Pears, and used 
and reproduced as an advertisement. The Academy was shocked ; but Millais took no notice ; 
the advertisement had an enormous vogue ; and advertising entered on its present phase, in which 
it is a matter of course for commercial firms to employ the best available artistic and literary talent 
to advertise their wares and services. There is no reason on earth why they should not, and every 
reason why they should, now that the art of selling has so much more importance than the routine 
of production. 

But there are obvious limitations. Suppose for the sake of illustration that litigation arises 
between Harrods and Selfridges. | Nobody would question the right of both litigants to engage 
the strongest bar they could get to plead their case. Nobody would question the propriety 
of the conduct of the most eminent barristers in accepting the briefs. 

But if the two great firms were to bid against one another for the favourable consideration 
of the judge, or to inform the jury that a certain verdict would be suitably rewarded, the fat would 
be in the fire at once, and the two litigants in gaol. 

Similarly, if I, having had my first publicly performed play advertised by a poster designed 
by Aubrey Beardsley (now much sought after by collectors), were to offer the President of the 
Royal Academy two thousand guineas for a poster to advertise my next play, there would be 
nothing whatever questionable either in the offer or its acceptance. 
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But if I were to intimate to, say, Mr. St. John Ervine and Mr. Harris Deans that in the 
event of their notices of my play being sufficiently flattering to be usefully quoted as advertisements 
I should be prepared to buy the copyright from them for £500 apiece, then Heaven knows what 
would happen. Probably both gentlemen would refuse to notice my play at all, and would 
say why. 

Both gentlemen write in a judicial capacity. But so do all authors whose work is of 
sufficient weight and depth to have a formative effect on the public mind. For such an author to 
accept payment from a commercial enterprise for using his influence to induce the public to buy 
its wares would be to sin against the Holy Ghost. 

To propose such a transaction to Mr. H. G. Wells is like offering the Archbishop of 
Canterbury a handsome cheque for dropping a recommendation of somebody’s soap or shoes 
into his next sermon, or sounding the Astronomer Royal as to the possibility of keeping the clock 
back for half an hour during a big sale, or on polling day at an election. Its acceptance would be 
the last depravity of corruption in literature. 

By all means let our commercial houses engage skilled but nameless scribes like Callisthenes 
to write their advertisements as such. But a writer who has been consecrated by Fame to the 
service of the public, and has thus become prophet as well as author, must take wages in no other

- PROGRESS OF RADIO 
REVIEWED BY NBC 


Advisory Council Calls 1928 
Period of the Greatest 
Broadcast Development. 


SYSTEM SPENT $9,000,000 


Now Includes 63 Stations—O. D. 
Young and M. H. Aylesworth 
Discuss Outlook. 


Radio broadcasting passed through 
its stage of greatest development dur- 
ing 1928, yet the surface of its pos- 
sibilities has barely been scratched, 
according to the annual report of the 
Advisory Council of the National 
Broadcasting Company, made public 
yesterday. A total of $9,000,000 was 
spent by the company during the 
year, $4,000,000 of which was for en- 
tertainers and $2,000,000 for toll 
charges for wire lines used through- 
out the country to link and coordi- 
nate the NBC networks. 

These facts were brought out in 
the annual messages of Owen D. 





Young, chairman of the boards of 
the NBC and the General Electric 
Company, and,M. H. Aylesworth, | 
president of the broadcasting com- | 
pany, which were part of the report. 
The complete report covers the 
achievements of the organization 
during the twelve months of 1928. 
The National system has been ex- 
tended to include sixty-three stations 


scattered throughout the country. 
Permanent wire lines of the organi- 


zation total 14,800 circuit-miles. More | 
than 1,500,500 letters were said to} 


have been received from radio lis- | 
teners during the year. Special atten- 
tien has been paid during the year 
to the development of religious and 
agricultural programs, with marked | 
success in both fields. 
“A few years ago,” said Mr. 
Young’s message, “radio in the home 
was a novelty and not the institution 





it is today. Now it has become an 
integral part of American life. It has | 
helped create a vast new audience, 
of a magnitude which men never 
dreamed of, which weighs and judges | 
our political and social speakers, Our | 
musicians and our educators. a 


“This new audience, invisible 
attentive, differs not only in size but | 
in kind from any audience the world | 
has ever known. It is in reality the | 
linking up of millions of homes. In-| 
evitably this has had its effect upon | 
the nature of the programs present- | 
ed. What its effect will ultimately be | 
no one can predict, but in spite of 
the development which has been | 
crowded into these: past few years, | 
we can still say the surface of radio 8 |

Mr. Young said the broadcasting 
company had had to cater in its pro-

Mr. Aylesworth, in his report, said: 

“The one outstanding demonstra- | 
tion of the force of radio in 1928 may | 
be designated as political.

maries of the conventions of the So- 
cialist and Communist parties, and | 
the radio campaigns under the spon- |

MANDATE IS IN FORCE TODAY 


Commission Files a Statement of 
Facts of Roanoke 
(Va.) Company for Permit. 


in Appeal

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The 
Radio Commission must carry out 
the mandate of the Court of Appeals 
of the District of Columbia and 
grant full time operation to the Gen- 
eral Electric Company’s _ station 
WGY, Schenectady, according to a 
decision by Chief Justice Taft of the 
Supreme Court, who today denied 
the commission’s motion to stay the 
mandate of the court. 

In its allocation order of Nov. 11 
the commission curtailed the operat- 
ing hours of WGY on 790 kilocycles. 
The station appealed to the Court 
of Appeals of the District of Colum- 
| bia for full time. The court upheld 
that appeal, and issued a mandate, 
effective fifteen days after the deci- 
sion, that the commission should is- 
sue a full-time license to WGY. 

B. M. Webster Jr. of counsel for 
the commission appeared before 
Chief Justice Taft in chambers yes- 


|terday, asking that the mandate be 
| suspended, and today’s decision de- 
;nied that motion. The commission 
will now have to issue a full time 
license to WGY. 

The commission today filed with 
the District Court of Appeals a 
| statement of facts in the case of the 
Richmond Development Company of 
Roanoke, Va. The commission 
granted a construction permit to the 
;company, which was several times 
extended, and finally refused to 
grant a further extension. The com- 
pany, unable to obtain a broadcast- 
ing license, has taken the case to 
lthe Court of Appeals in an effort 
to force the commission to issue a 
license. 

The broadcasting license of station 
WSGH-WBDA of Brooklyn was re- 
newed today by the commission. In 
doing so the board set aside the 
usual practice of taking cases under 
advisement and reached an imme- 
diate decision. 

On Jan. 4 this station, with many 
others, was cited by the commission 
for having been off its assigned fre- 
quency, and at that time the com- 
|mission announced that its license 
; would not be renewed until after a 
hearing. 

William Haas, manager of the sta- 
ition, stated to the commission to- 
|day that the station recently in- 
| stalled a modern crystal control sys- 
|}tem and that since then there had 
{been only one deviation, due to the 
|station engineer. The record, it was 
|stated by Captain Hill, engineer of 
|the commission, has been satisfac- 
| Sosy since Jan. 4. 
| Representatives of WABF, Kings- 
jton, Pa., today asked the commis- 
|sion for a license renewal, which 
|was taken under advisement. F. J. 
| Reynolds, on behalf of AWBR of

mate at its meeting on Monday. 


Deputy Controller Frank J. Prial re- 
ceived a letter from Edmund L. Moo- 
ney, counsel to the company. Mr. 
Mooney in this letter stated that he 
had informed the officers of the 
company of the Controller’s desire 
to make a further investigation of 
its affairs but did not say whether 
or not the officers would give in- 
formation they hitherto have de- 
clined to furnish. 

Mr. Prial announced that he had 
set tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock 
as the time for continuing his in- 
vestigation. He said that he had 
no knowledge as to whether or not 
the officers of the Equitable Com- 
pany intended to appear. If they 
should not, Mr. Prial will report his 
lack of success to the Board of Esti- 
mate at the meeting of its Commit- 
tee of the Whole next Monday. 

Mayor Walker and the board have 
warned the Equitable that refusal to 
go on with the investigation, which 
seeks to uncover all those who have 
been interested in the company from 
its inception and to explain its ex- 
penses of $686,000, would mean that 
the city would grant no further re- 
quests for extension of its franchise. 
The company’s application for a cer- 
tificate of convenience and necessity 
has been before the Transit Commis- 
sion for two years and refusal of the 
board to grant further time exten- 
sions, it was said, would result in 
the company losing its bus franchise. 


SAYS BAUMES LAW FAILS. 


Dr. Fishman Declares Only Ineffici- 
ent Criminal Is Caught Often. 


The astute criminal of today does 
not fear the Baumes law, Dr. Joseph 
F. Fishman of the City Department 
of Correction informed members of 
the Exchange Club at a luncheon 
yesterday at the Hotel McAlpin. Only 
the inefficient criminal allows him- 


self to be caught four times, he said, 
so the measure does not affect the 
efficient crook. 

The speaker urged that all first of- 
fenders be examined for their crim- 
inal tendencies, and if it is deter- 
mined that one has habitual criminal 
instincts he should be committed at 
once to prison for life. Dr. Fishman 
declared that the average thief com- 
mits forty robberies before he comes 
within the class of a Baumes law 
offender. 

Dr. Fishman denounced the county 
jail system, declaring that only 500 
of the 3,500 county jails are kept in 
sanitary condition and are not breed- 
ers of crime. He criticized the sen- 
tencing of minor offenders to jail 
terms, urging that the offenders be 
forced to pay fines in instalments. 
He said he was opposed to capital 
punishment, declaring crime was 
more rampant in States which en- 
force capital punishment than in 
States where such punishment had 
been abolished.

TO HOOVER AND HYDE 


Senators Brookhart and Nye, 
for Farm Bloc, Urge Fee Ad- 
ministration by Cooperatives. 


ASK $250,000,000 SUBSIDY 


Power to Issue $1,250,000,000 
Bonds Also Sought—Presidene Re- 
fers Them to His Known Views.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Sena- 
tors Brookhart and Nye, as mem- 
bers of the farm bloc, presented to 
Secretary of Agriculture Hyde today 
a farm-relief plan to provide for the 
exportation of and maintenance of 
prices for the $2,000,000,000 crop sur- 
plus. The program was later made 
known to President Hoover in a gen- 
eral way. When he was asked by 
the Senators to present his views on 
farm relief in advance of his mes- 
sage to Congress, he declined to do 
so, but referred them to his speech 
accepting the nomination for Pres- 
ident and to other utterances. 

Senators Brookhart and Nye have 
not abandoned the theory of equali- 
zation, but seek to satisfy the Pres- 
ident and its opponents by shifting 
the burden from the government to 
cooperative organizations of farmers. 

The Senators asserted, however, 
after their conference with the Pres- 
ident, in which no support was ac- 
corded their program, that farm rep- 
resentatives intend to perfect a bill 
which would be approved by all 
sides. But before abandoning the 
theory of the equalization fee, they 
would fight for the formation of 
private organizations to hold the sur- 
plus products of the farm and sell 
them abroad, instead of having this 
task assumed by the government as 
proposed in the McNary bill, they 
asserted. 


Law to Help Farmer Predicted. 


“We now have some one as Pres- 
ident and as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture who want to solve the farm 
problem,” Mr. MBrookhart said.

New Treasury Regulations. 


Secretary Mellon, accordingly, is- 
sued the new regulations today, as 
follows: 

Amending T. D. 3856—Publication 
of Internal Revenue Tax Refund 


Decisions. 

Treasury Department, 

Washington, D. C. 

To Collectors of Internal Revenues 
and Others Concerned: 

T. D. 3856, as amended (being 
regulations prescribed by the Sec- 
retary and approved by the Presi- 
dent and applicable to the inspec- 
tion of returns under the revenue 
act of 1928 and prior revenue acts), 
is amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following new para- 
graph: 

20—The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue shall cause to be prepared 
a written decision in every case in 
which an overassessment (whether 
resulting in a refund, credit or 
abatement) of an income, war- 
profits, excess profits, estate or 
gift tax is allowed in excess of $20,- 
000, and such decision shall be con- 
sidered a public record and shall 
be open to inspection, during reg- 
ular hours of business, in the of- 
fice of the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue or such offices as he 
may designate. Such decision shall 
give the amount of the overassess- 
ment and shall be accompanied by 
a brief summary of the relevant

Secretary Mellon’s Explanation. 


Secretary Mellon later made this 
statement explaining the effect of the 
Executive order and regulation: 

“The President has today signed an 
Executive order, and has approved 
regulations prescribed by me, relat- 
ing to the publication of refund de 
cisions by the Commissioner of In- 


ternal Revenue. 

“Briefly, the effect of the order 
and the regulations is that the Com- 
missioner of Interna] Revenue will 
Prepare a decision in every case in 
which an overassessment (whether 
resulting in a refund, credit or abate- 
ment) of income, war profits, excess 
profits, estate or gift taxes in excess 
of $20,000 is allowed. 

“This decision will be accompanied 
by a brief summary of the relevant 
facts and a citation of the applicable 
statutory and judicial authorities,

“Being of that frame of mind, we| 
all can work’ with them, and, if some} 
of us do not get our ideas adopted, 
we will have a law which will -be 
helpful to the farmers.”’ 

Mr. Brookhart said it was essen- 
tial to a successful farm bill to pro- 
tect decline in prices of surplus farm 
products. He said about 10 per cent 
of what the American farmer pro- 
duces was sold in a competitive mar- 
ket and that, therefore, there must 
be some plan to stabilize prices of 
surplus products. 

He believed this might be done 
through cooperative export associa- 
tions, which would primarily be aided 
in their financing by the govern- 
ment. His plan contemplates that 
such an organization be provided by 
the government with $250,000,000 
cash capital and power to sell bonds 
of $1,250,000,000 more, making a 
total of $1,500,000,000 available, if 
needed, to handle the surplus crops. 

Under his plan the Department of 
Agriculture would be authorized to 
fix the average cost of production of 
each agricultural commodity having 
an exportable surplus. The coopera- 
tive organizations then would offer 
the farmers this average cost of pro- 
duction plus sufficient to yield a 5 
per cent, return on capital invest- 
ment. 

The government would absorb all 
losses incurred in the sale of sur- 
pluses in world markets up to $600,- 
000,000, which, Mr. Brookhart esti- 
mates, would be about equal to the 
“‘subsidy”’ which, he said, the gov- 
ernment paid the railroads the first 


six months after they were turned 
over to private ownership. 

In fix ng average production cost, 
Mr. Brookhart would figure the same 
was as in other industries, he said, 
and provide an ‘‘adequate’’ return 
for the work of the farmer and his 
family. At present, he said, it was 
only $700 a year. He said the farmer 
should receive as much for his work 
as organized labor. 

Senators Brookhart and Nye told 
the President that, in addition to the 
formation of a stabilization corpora- 
tion, tariff duties on farm products 
should be made sufficiently high to 
protect price levels on ths domestic 
market. 

It was said in behalf of President 
Hoover that his views on farm relief 
had been explained most clearly in 
the past three years and that he is 
hopeful there will be no trouble in 
passing a bill that will aid the farm- 
ers without putting the government 
into business and the employment of 
the equalization fee principle.

“This policy is not affected by the 
executive order. The regulations 
specifically provide that neither the 
return nor any part thereof shall 
be open to inspection, and in addition 
the publication of the source of any 


| income, gains, or profits, or transac- 


tions resulting in losses or expendi- 
tures, is specifically prohibited. 


Complying With Intent of Congress. 


“The Congress adopted, as an 
amendment to the first deficiency | 
appropriatior. act. a provision which 
as a matter of legal interpretation, 
would probably require no material 
change in the procedure or practice 
of the Bureau of Internal Revenu2. 
Furthermore, whatever effect might 
have been intended was, of course, 
limited to the specific appropriations 
made by that act, and would not be 
applicable to any of the other appro- 
priations available for making re- 
funds. 

“The treasury has entered serious 
objections to all so-called ‘publicity’ 
proposals. The soundness of this po- 
sition is reiterated. However, in an} 
effort to dispel any misunderstand- 
ing that might have arisen in the 


recent discussions of the matter, the 
treasury has undertaken to go much 
further than the amendment requires.

“It must not be forgotten that our 
Federal tax collection system is 
founded upon the doctrine that tax- 
payers may be compelled to pay the 
amount government officials deter- 
mine to be due, with no opportunity 
until after payment for a review of 
that determination. It is vital, and 
the interests of taxpayers and the 
public generally properly demand as 
& necessary protection, that when 
that review is afforded, whether it 
be administrative or judicial, the de- 
cision be carried out without undue 
delay.”’ 

Tax refund cases in excess of 
$1,000,000,000 are still pending and 
many of them will be adjusted in 
time for the Treasury Department 
to ask another appropriation from 
Congress in the regular session next 
December, provided that the new 
regulation requiring decisions in all 
cases where the refunds exceed 
$20,000 does not cause a delay.

very important in several respects. 
‘1. There was no practice or pro- 
cedure which made public records of 
abatements or credits which is not 
provided for in the present order. 
“2 In the case of refunds, there 
was no provision or practice whereby 
these refunds were made public ex- 
cept the requirement that the name 
of the recipient and the amount 
should be sent to Congress.

FRIENDS OF SLAIN MAN 
SEE EDEL SENTENCED 


Come From Meriden to Hear Or- 
der for Execution in Marder 
of Actress Here. 


| A group of residents of Meriden, 
Conn., friends of an inn keeper who 
had been slain there in December, 
1925, were in General Sessions yes- 
terday when Judge Nott imposed the 
death sentence on Frederick W. 
Edel, an ex-convict, for the slaying 
of Mrs. Emeline O. Harrington, act- 
ress, in her apartment at 617 West 
190th Street on Dec. 23, 1927. Edel 
had been acquitted in Meriden in 
1925 of the killing of the inn keeper, 
John Mastriano. 

The Meriden residents had come to 
court not only because ee were 
convinced that Edel had slain Mastri- 
ano but also believed he had shot 
and killed another inn keeper there 
a few weeks later, also for robbery. 

Edel was calm when the death 
sentence was pronounced by Judge 
Nott. His lawyer, Alexander I. 
Rorke, had made an unsuccessful 
effort to have the first degree mur- 
der verdict of the jury set aside on 
the ground that Judge Nott had 
erred in his rulings and charge and 
Assistant District Attorney James E. 
McDonald had made mistakes in con- 
ducting the prosecution. The court 
decreed that Edel be put to death 
at Sing Sing on April 22, but defense 
counsel announced that an appeal 
for a new trial would be filed, and 
this will stay the execution of the 
sentence. 

Six deputy sheriffs took Edel to 
the Grand Central Terminal, where 
he was taken on a train for the 
prison.

CHICAGO FIRST TO SCORE 


Miller Puts Through Goal in Open- 
ing Period and Murdoch Ties 
Count in 17:34 of Second.

The lowly Chicago Black Hawks

After the Ranger score it was just 
ding-gong going on both sides with 
neither making much headway. 
There were Ranger sorties and there 
were Hawk, sorties and though once 
in a while they had the goalies wor- 
ried the deadlock was a foregone 
conclusion, even in the extra session. 


Couture Starts at Centre. 


As the teams skated out the ice 
was rather spotty. The Hawks 


started with Couture at centre and 
McKinnon and Gottselig at wing, 
listed as reserves in. the original 
line-up. 

With both sides playing defensively 
the disk remained in centre ice until 
Miller, combining with his team- 
mates, forged through the Ranger 
defense and shot the first goal in 
4:55.

tial to the liberty of the citizen also 
secure the liberty every year of a lot 
of criminals who ought to be serving 
their country in jail: 

These principles make it always 
difficult and sometimes impossible 
to convict a criminal. They are 
not rules of procedure; they are 
fundamentals of the Constitution 
which cannot possibly be changed 
except by amendment. It is, in our 
fundamental theory, better for a 
thousand criminals to escape than 
for one innocent man to be con- 
victed. That principle has made, 
and will always make, the convic- 
tion of criminals difficult. No re- 
form of procedure can change it. 

What ought to be changed is the 
language of the Constitution. It will 
only be necessary to except violators 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, that

TRANSIT AT ALBANY. 

The hearing on the Untermyer 
transit bill at Albany on Wednesday | 
was an unusual one. For once 
the representatives of the Interbor- 
ough and the B. M. T. were arrayed | 
against each other. Mr. WILLIAMS 
of the Brooklyn company supported 
the bill, while Mr. QUACKENBUSH 
opposed it, bitterly, tearfully, prayer- 
fully. The bitterness was for Mr. 
UNTERMYER, the tears for his old 
comrades, now fallen from grace, 
the prayers to the Legislature. 

The public, knowing little of the 
details of the intricate problem of 
transit unification, will be inclined 
to ask, If the bill-is good enough for 
the B. M. T., why not for the Inter- 
borough? But counsel for the Inter- 
borough makes two points which the 
legislators at Albany should ponder, 
for they directly affect public inter- 
est and city credit. First, as to the 
existing lines, the present law pro- | 
vides that unification shall have as 
one of its objects the release of the 
city’s “frozen credits” in the sub- 
ways, and as another their operation 
“at the present or lowest possible 
fares.” The pending bill strikes out 
the old clause about the frozen 
credits and explicitly requires the 
maintenance of the five-cent fare 
unless the city authorities insist 
on raising it-—-a somewhat unlikely 
prospect. 

Naturally, the B. M. T. is not con- 
cerned with the fare so long as the 
company’s stockholders are assured 
adequate compensation. But the | 
public is directly concerned. And the 
bill goes even further. It apparently 
brings the new lines back into the 
five-cent fold. Five years ago a law 
was passed, with the explicit ap-, 
proval of Messrs. WALKER and DE- 
LANEY, providing that if the Board | 
of Transportation should undertake | 
public operation of the municipal 
subway system now under construc- | 
tion, the fare might remain five cents 
for three years, but after that must!

A WHITE MAN’S HOLIDAY. 


Representative negro citizens are 


| in the habit of denouncing as libel 


tke pictures of Harlem and other 


| geographical provinces of negro life 


in which the white man’s literature 


| and drama have taken so passion- 


ate an interest. This is a great pity. 
If spokesmen for the colored people 


| will only try to rise to the height of 


the cultural argument they cannot 
fail to discern a notable compliment 
to the negro race. The novels and 
plays about Harlem—or Charleston 
or Haiti—reveal and revel in a 
primitive folk. It is a civilization 
still happy in the joyous rhythms 
and rich colors and free forms that 
have been vanishing, alas, out of our 
less primitive white civilization; 
and particularly that branch of 
white civilization which has been 
exposed to the Puritan miasma. 
What greater contemporary praise 
can there be for Harlem than to 
emphasize the delightful contrast it 
provides our white cognoscenti to 
the inhibitions of Main Street? Sup- 
pose 135th Street, as currently por- 
trayed, does look like a very short 
step away from the Congo? Think 
of the kick our own rarer, truly 
civilized spirits get therefrom! 
Esthetically envisaged, Harlem is 
being glorified, not libeled. 
Unfortunately, the negro critics 
we spoke of are not quite equal to 
the detached attitude; and with them 
are a good many white friends of 
the colored race. They find them- 
selves thinking along outmoded, un- 
esthetic lines. They insist on re- 
membering the natural and historical 
handicaps under which the negro 
must fight his way up to a broader 
and richer existence, and they do not 


| believe it makes things easier for 


the negro to have his life summed 
up in terms of voodoo and “rent 
parties.” The colored race has been 
making notable strides in economic 
well-being, education, citizenship. In 
the last ten years the growth of 
negro colleges has been nearly twice 
as rapid as the sufficiently impres- 
sive expansion of all our colleges. 
Negro social life has experienced 
the rise of a large, prosperous and 
class. But the 
literature of the period dealing with 
the negro is a literature predomi- 
nantly of orgy—original jungle or 
improved cabaret. Nor do_ the

VATICAN AND LEAGUE. 

Ever since the restoration of the 

_Pope’s “temporal power” and his 
recognition as civil ruler of “ Vati- 
can City” the question has been de- 
bated whether the new government 
will seek membership in the League 
of Nations. Apparently, the Italian 
Government thinks not. In his long. 
report on the treaty with the Vati- 
can, MUSSOLINI stressed the point 
that the true conception of Vatican 
City is that of a civil power entirely 
neutral and remaining always apart 
from ‘‘temporal competitions” be- 
tween countries. This has been 
taken to mean that the Pope will not 
think of asking or accepting a place 
in the League of Nations. But it 
seems reasonable to believe that, 
quite apart from anything which 
MUSSOLINI thinks or says, no idea 
of the kind has been cherished by 
the Holy See. It would appear that 
Catholic opinion must be against it. 

If the Vatican were taken into the 

League of Nations, two great diffi- 
culties would at once confront it. 
One would be the practical impossi- 
bility of separating its civil power! 
from its spiritual authority. The 
|two would seem to the world to be 
‘inextricably blended; and it might 
easily be that some political decision 
in which a representative of the Vati- 
can took part would have the effect 
of causing serious embarrassment to 
its ecclesiastical authority. Another 
obstacle in the way of the Vatican 
|acting within the League of Nations | 
would arise from having to deal with 
countries of a divided religious faith. 
If, for example, an agent of the Pope 
should join with others in the League 
of Nations in taking a given action 
‘against Germany, either the Catho- 
lics of that country or the Protes- 
tants, or both, might be deeply of- 
fended, while the Catholics of France 
would also be drawn in. 

Such eventualities are remote, yet 
the far-seeing diplomacy of the Holy 
See must wish to avoid them. Thus 
far no hint has come from the Vati- 
can itself of anything like an inten- 
tion to approach the League of Na- 
tions, and the probabilities are strong | 
against a step of that kind,

Canby, whose value to the Book-of- 
the-Month Club, one supposes, bears 
some relation to his prestige as a 
critic of literary values. May one 
be permitted to ask him why it may 
not be the sole question? And if not, 
what the other questions are, pre- 
cisely? 

The book clubs have announced 
that they are to help the sale of sig- 
nificant books, to make it easier for 
the publication of works of genius: 
they are to keep on the watch to find 
elusive greatness and make it known 
to all who care to know. They have 
chosen many fine books, selections 
that they may well be proud of; they 
have neglected many fine books, 
necessarily, for publishers have 
brought out many very important 
books; and they have also made 
some very silly choices. It is of 
course inevitable that mistakes wil! 
be madce—but if the selection is not 
to be made on the basis of literary 
merit, then the whole idea is worse 
than ridiculous. 

The vital thing in the whole busi- 
ness is the principle of selection; 
there can be no concessions of iudg- 
ment to numbers without making 
the whole book club idea, as it was 
originally offered, and is continually 
represented, pointless. 

As a matter of fact, the book club 
cannot do what it claims—even if its 
selections are unimpeachable. The 
best it can do is to make one book 
a success at the expense of other 
books as worthy. The public joins 
the band wagon, buys the applauded 


book, and does not bother with the|

others, to any such extent. 
plementary list as a remedy for the 
lack of popularity of good books has 
been of negligible value. The public

TWO LOAN COLLECTIONS 


One of Costumes and Textiles, the 
Other of Japanese Prints— 
New Acquisitions. 


In response to general interest 
aroused by the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum’s current exhibition of Amer- 
ican industrial art, the museum has 
announced that the show will not end 
this month, as scheduled, but will 
continue until Sept. 2. 

This is the eleventh in 
seum’s series of exhibitions of Amer- 
ican industrial art, and it consists of 
a series of rooms designed and fur- 
nished in the modern manner. Dur- 
ing its first three weeks the exhi- 
bition was attended by approxi- 
mately 60,000 people, and visitors 
still come in large numbers. The 
largest attendance at the main build-~ 
ing of the museum on a single day 
in the history of the Metropolitan 
occurred on Sunday, March 3, when 
18,444 persons were registered bhe- 
tween 1 and 6 P. M. 

Concurrently with this exhibition, 
the museum is holding two special 
loan exhibitions. One is an exhibi- 
tion of costumes and textiles, chiefly 
of the eighteenth century, lent by 
Mrs. Philip Lehman, who acquired 
them recently in Paris from the.

The exhibit, consisting of eccle-i- 
astical vestments, costumes and 
textile fabrics, numbers Pieces, 
including, among other things, gloves 
dating from the fifteenth 
nineteenth century. There are em- 
broidered gloves of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries such as 
worn at the English court during 
the reigns of Elizabeth and 
Stuarts, and gloves of ecclesiastical 
dignitaries. Among the earliest of 
the gloves is one of chain armor; 
another is of heavily armored 
leather; a third is an exceptionally 
rare example of the type of glove 
used in hawking. 

Of especial interest are three pairs 
of gloves of wrist length, such 
were worn during the Second 
pire, made of white glazed kid, the 
surface of which is patterned with 
a printed design of miniature fizures 
set in a diamond-shaped latticework. 

Three of the choicest pieces in the 
collection are a small bag of Fliza- 
bethan embroidery, said to have been 
Made by Mary Stuart, and two ecx- 
ceptionally fine beaded bags. Among 
the embroidered articles is a pair of 
baby shoes, bearing the crowned N, 
from the wardrobe of the infant 
King of Rome. 

The Metropolitan is also showing a 
special exhibition of Japanese prints, 
the fourth one based on prints lent 
by Louis V. Ledoux. This show 
consists only of prints of actors 
Among the artists represented 
Toshusai Sharaku and Katsukawa 
Shunsho, 

Several important acquisitions are 
also announced by the museum, out- 
standing among which is a pair of 
Greek satyr vases, each in the form 
of a squatting satyr with one arm 
placed around a funnel-shaped vase 
by his side. Each satyr wears a 
panther’s skin draped loosely over 
his back. The vases are of 2 new 
type—nothing like them being known 
to the museum. One of the vases 
was in a bad state of preservation 
but has been restored. They are 
thought to date from about the end 
of the fifth century B. C.

The museum also has acquired by 
purchase at the recent Marczell 
Nemes sale in Amsterdam a paint- 
ing by Lucas Cranach depicting 
“The Judgment of Paris.’ Clear 
traces remain of the winged and 
crowned serpert which served as the 
signature of ti#@: Cranach workshop. 
From the style of painting the date 
has been estimated as 1527. 

The splendor of the Chinese court 
under the Manchu régime 
flected in a ceremonial robe recently 
presented to the museum by Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Bliss—a costume of great ele- 
gance attributed to the wardrobe of 
an Emperor who lived in the Ch’ing 
dynasty (1644-1911), possibly that of 
Ch’ien Lung (1736-1796). 

The fabric is a tapestry weave 
the finest quality, and the 
scheme and symbols those demanded 
by the specifications recorded in the 
ancient officiai regulations of the 
Ch’ing dynasty. In this work it is 
stipulated that the Emperor's <sacri~ 
ficial robe shall be of bright yellow, 
the collar and sleeves of slate biue; 
that it shall have nine gold dragons 
and twelve ornaments interspersed 
with five-colored clouds. All these 
details appear in the present coat, 
properly placed. 

Among other recent acquisitions is 
a lustred plate by William De Mor- 
gan, illustrating his use of marine 
forms in a conventionalized and 
symbolic manner. The gift was 
made anonymously. 

Because of the continuation of ths 
exhibition of American industrial 
art the museum has announced the 
indefinite postponement of its exhi- 
bition of Persian art, originally 
planned to be held late this Spring.

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GOVERNMENT: RESTS 
SECOND FILM SUIT 


Zharges Compulsory Arbitra- 
tion Is Violation of Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act. 


PRESENTS NO WITNESSES 


Producers Declare Exhibitors Re- 
quested Contract Clause on the 
Settlement of Disputes. 


The government rested yesterday 
in the second of its two Sherman 
anti-trust act suits which were insti- 
tuted last April against ten motion 
picture producing and distributing 
corporations and thirty-two film 
boards of trade. Basing its case, 


which is being tried before Federal 
Judge Thomas D. Thacher, upon 
voluminous documentary evidence, 
the government did not call a single 
witness, although announcement was 
made that hundreds of complaints 
had been received. 

Through C. Stanley Thompson, a 
Special assistant to the United 
States Attorney General, the gov- 
ernment alleged that the defendants, 
who are said to exercise control over 
More than 98 per cent of the films 
distributed in this country, had 
coerced exhibitors of motion pictures 
to submit their disputes with dis- 
tributors to arbitration boards in 
cities which were distributing cen- 
tres. 

“T see no reason why a man should 
not compromise any claim,’’ inter- 
posed Judge Thacher at one point. 
“And if he can compromise it why 
can’t he arbitrate it?’’ 

In reply. Mr. Thompson read from a 
pamphlet of the American Arbitra- 
tion Association a statement that 
arbitration was limited to certain 
types of disputes. To this Judge 
Thacher said: 

“T can’t exercise that responsibil- 
ity, can I? I can’t determine for an 
industry what it shall arbitrate and 
what it shall not.’’ 


The Government’s Attitude. 


“But,’’ replied Mr. Thompson, ‘‘this 
is an unusual type of dispute to arbi- 
trate and the provision which makes 
such arbitration compulsory should 
be carefully scrutinized. In a large 
percentage of these cases the boards 
of arbitration were acting merely as 


collecting agencies. Many awards 
were made against exhibitors for bad 
checks.

MENINGITIS CURATIVES | 


Dr. Irving G. Wright Reports 
Successful Hospital Tests, 
While Other Flaids Fail. 


Results of a test of various serums 
for treatment of spinal meningitis, 
conducted at the Post Graduate Hos- 
pital, were reported last night at a 
meeting of the pediatrics section of 
the Academy of Medicine, held at 2 
East 103d Street. 

The findings were made known by 
Dr. Irving G. Wright. They dis- 
| closed that the serums prepared at 
the State laboratory at Albany under 
direction of Dr. Augustus Wads- 
worth had been curative in 88 per 
cent of cases, whereas five other 
serums, including some obtained 
from commercial houses, had failed 
to prevent the death of ten patients 
who had been treated. 

Seven different serums have been 
employed in treatment at Post 
Graduate Hospital since Jan. 1, Dr. 
Wright reported, and of thirty-four 
patients treated with the State 
{serums only four died, two of the 
fatalities resulting in part from other 
diseases. The State serums in the 
test were numbered 2 to 2-A. The 
five others, said Dr. Wright, were 
found ‘‘sadly lacking’’ in curative 
properties.

Whalen Says Cost of Maintaining 
Was $2,023,620 
Higher Than Previous Year.

Crimes of violence, burglaries 
cases of grand larceny and cases of 
assault and robbery during 1928 
were greater in number than during 
| 1927, according to the annual! re- 
port submitted to Mayor Walker yes- 
terday by Police Commissioner 
Whalen. 

Commenting on the report, which 
refers to the period when his prede- 
cessor, Joseph Warren, was Com- 
missioner, Mr. Whalen said: 

‘The total number of arrests made 
for all classes of crime committed in 
the city during 1928 show a big in- 
crease, totaling 454,339, as compared 
with 416,719 in 1927. This is an in- 
crease of 37,622, or 9 per cent. Con- 
victions on all arrests show an 
crease of 35,182, or 11 per cent in 
1928, compared with the preceding 
year. 

“That there was excellent coopera- 
tion between the district attorneys, 
the courts and the police is indicated 
by the fact that during 1928 440,997 
cases were disposed of, as compared 
with 404.556 for 1927. This is an in 
crease of 36,441, or approximately 9% 
per cent.’”’ 

339 Killings in Year. 

Mr. Whalen did not discuss 

figures for murder cases, but 
official report shows that there were 
339 cases of murder and manslaugh- 
ter in 1928, as compared with 273 
cases in 1927. During 1928, 162 per- 
sons, met death from bullets, as com- 
pared with 122-in 1927; in 1928 73 
died from stabbing; in 1927 there 
| were 55 deaths from a similar cause 
| The figures for arrests in murder 
}and manslaughter cases are not 
| given. 
_ Of cases of assault and robbery 
| involving a loss of more than $10,005 
| there were eighteen in 1928, bring- 
ing the total of loot to $559,407.85, 
|} as compared with ten such cases in 
| 1927, when the total of loot was $279 - 
| 141. In 1927 the potice recovered all 
or part of the stolen property in five 
cases, while in 1928 property was 
recovered in only one such case. 

In 1928 there were reported eighty- 
nine cases of assault and robbery 
involving a loss of between $1,000 
and $10,000, the loot amounting to 
$252,875.82, while in 1927 there wera 
only sixty-seven such cases, involv- 
ing $199,466. In 1927 in this classifi- 
cation the property was recovered in 
thirteen cases, while in 1928 property 
was recovered in only eight cases. 
The total loot in smaller robberies in 
1927 was $478,608.53. It was almos! 
double that amount in 1928, when 
the figures were $812,283.70. 


1,110 Killed by Traffic. 


The report on the traffic division 
shows the great increases in the 
number of new traffic control sys- 
tems installed during 1928. The same 
report shows 1,110 deaths in traffic 
accidents and 45,955 persons injured 
in vehicular accidents. The traffic 
division issued summonses and made 
arrests in 218,398 cases in 1928, 
sulting in jail sentences amounting 
to 5,648 days, while $1,239,273.50 was 
collected in fines. 

The division had 2,713 men on 
its rolls on Dec. 31, 1928, an increase 
of 202 over 1927. In 1928 five pa- 
trolmen died in the performance of 
duty, as compared with seven in 1927. 

Mr. Whalen’s report differs from 
that issued by his predecessors in 
that it exhibits a flair for the dra- 
matic in the portion devoted to 
“Gangs Apprehended During the 
Year.”’ He refers to “The Pants 
Gang.'’ ‘‘Lone Bandits,”’ ‘‘Poison Ivy 
Gang,"’ “The Sheik Drug Bandits,”’ 
“‘The Cheese Gang.”’ &c. 

The cost of maintaining the Police

|De Forest in Article Declares ' 





| Oars Is Not an Infant Industry | 
| and Needs No Coddling.

| Robert W. de Forest, president of 
| the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
| attacks the proposed tariff on for- 
| eign contemporary art in an article 
{in the monthly bulletin of the mu- 
| seum, published today. ‘‘American 
j}art is not an infant industry which 
| needs coddling by a tariff,” Mr. de| 
| Forest states. 

“The museum trustees at their 
| February meeting unanimously 
adopted a resolution opposing any 


change in the present tariff, which 
puts on the free list painting, stat- 
| uary, &c., as well as antiquities over 
100 years old,’’ Mr. de Forest states. 
“Tt seems incredible, and even pa- 
thetic, that after the battle for free 
art was fought and won over twenty 
years ago, any effort should now be 
made to bar out the art of other 
countries by tariff, yet some artists 
have appeared in Washington before 
the Ways and Means Committee and 
advocated a duty on paintings, thus 
seeking to undo what their fellow- 
artists of twenty years ago were 
helpful in accomplishing. 

“Art, like music and science and 
education, is essentially interna- 
tional. Every country should wel- 
come the stimulus of the art of other 
countries to develop its own art. 
Every civilized and uncivilized coun- 
try does so now. Some try to pre- 
vent their art treasures from going 
out. None seeks to prevent the art 


| treasures of other countries from 


east for . 
four years more. coming in, 


“Art was made free in our tariff 
by a consensus of opinion from edu- 
cators, artists, art museums and the 
general public,’’ Mr. de Forest con- 
tinues. ‘‘Nothing short of prepon- 
derating public opinion should erect 
a tariff wall against it. The only 
reason given for the existence of a 
tariff at times in the past has been 
that art was a ‘luxury of the rich’ 
and, therefore, taxable for revenue 
purposes. That reason has ceased 
to exist, for art has now become 
through our many museums and 
are collections a necessity, of the 
poor. American art is not an infant 
ree rp which needs coddling by a 
ariff.’’

Toscanini Again Excels. 
At the risk of a constant use of 


‘| superlatives it must be said that the 


concert given by Arturo Toscanini 
and the New York Philharmonic- 
Symphony Orchestra last night in 
Carnegie Hall was one of the most 
interesting and the most brilliant 
that the famous conductor has given 
in the course of his New York en- 
gagements. The reading of Wagner’s 
“Faust’’ overture was one of those 
which met and completed the com- 
poser’s thought. The Wagner of the 
‘‘Faust’’ overture, as we all know, is 
not the man of the later operas, and 
the curious history of the overture 
results in some measures that savor 
of the sophomore mastering overture 
form; others that spring direct from 
the life and adventures of the ‘‘Fly- 
ing Dutchman,’’ others tha prefig- 
ure, with all characteristic chromati- 
cism and intensity of feeling the 
Wagner of ‘‘Tristan and Isolde.” 
Notwithstanding this conglomeration 
of styles and the patchy workman- 
ship, the overture is such an aston- 
ishing summary of Faustian charac- 
ter and psychology that one adds to 
the list of the eternal tragedies of 
art the fact that Wagner never com- 
pleted the Faust symphony of which 
he dreamed as a young man and of 
which the overture was to form an 
opening movement. 

This is by way of prelude to the 
remark that Mr. Toscanini’s intui- 
tion flew like an arrow to the very 
heart of the Wagnerian conception, 
and projected that conception, in all 
its masterful subtlety and grandeur, 
where the pen of the musician in a 
formative stage of development had | 


faltered or stumbled. It was a com- 
lete, coordinated, apotheosized 
aust overture that fell on the ears 
of the audience last night, that 
burned itself into the listeners’ con- 
sciousness and understanding. 

The other orchestral compositions 
were the Prokofieff ‘‘Classic. Sym- 
phony” and the second of the orches- 
tral suites from Ravel’s ‘‘Daphnis et 
Choe.’’ As the second item of the 
program Ernest Schelling, composer- 
pianist, performed with the orches- 
tra his theme and variations ‘‘Im- 

ressions from an Artist’s Life.”’ 

ow, the Prokofieff ‘‘Classic Sym- 
phony”’ has been played more than 
once in New York, and with almost 
impeccable finish and delicacy by 
Serge Koussevitzky and the superb 
Boston Symphony Orchestra. It is 
hard to imaigne the work better per- 
formed than it is by these gentle- 
men. Yet there was in the Toscanini 
interpretation something nearer and 
further than even the distinguished 
Bostonians achieved. 

At their hands one marveled 
at Prokofieff’s ingenuity, fluency, 
adaptability in assuming for the 
nonce the mask of the classic form 
and style. Mr. Toscanini accom- 
plished something more. He gave 
the music a vitality and an authen- 
ticity that neither Koussevitzky nor 
Prokofieff had achieved. Thus the 
symphony, transfigured, became a 
marvelous, laughing, Italianate in- 
spiration, a modern glorification, as 
it were, of the spirit of a Scarlatti 
or Pengolesi, or other son of light 
and beauty. The Symphony danced. 
It was mercurial. It was winged. 
There were nuances, particulariv 
Mr. Toscanini’s. There were a dozen 
miracles a minute. The point is that 
the music sounded new, and freshly 
created, and genuinely inspired. 

It is that be a Toscanini and 
literally to achieve the act of cre- 
ation in the course of a deed osten- 
sibly interpretive. We had wnot 
thought as much before the ‘‘Classic 
Symphony” and we do not expect to 
think as much of it again until Mr. 
Toscanini does it, and this with all 
honor to other very great musicians. | 

Mr. Toscanini has played before 
this the Ravel music. Was it the 
cumulative effect of all the perform- 
ances of the evening, or was it the | 
fact that this work had grown in his 
hands this last year? It was a 
superb performance. All the per- 
formances were technically tours de 
force and the orchestra a trans- 
formed instrument. 

Not the least brilliant performance, 
and one which the audience ap- 
plauded with gusto, was that of Mr. 
Schelling’s Variations. The Varia- 
tions themselves need no critical de- 
scription here. They are as leaves 
from an artist’s notebook. There are 
so meny that three of them were 
wisely omitted last night. The others 
are effectively contrasted, written 
with a spontaneity of mood, if not 
always with an orginality of matter, 
which catches the attention of the 
listener and entertains him now with 
a stroke of fancy, again. with a touch 
of realism, or a vigorous musical 
movement such as the variation dedi- 
cated to Gustave Mahler, or the tone- 
picture of a Southern lagoon, or the 
dramatic crescendo and decrescendo— 
a foretaste of the Schelling of the 
“Victory Ball’’—which suggests the 
heroic struggles and the vistas of 
death of the World War. 

It need not be said that Mr. Schel- 
ling played with abundant virtuosity 
and the authority of a composer and 
pianist in one. Repeatedly recalled, 
it was evident that he, with the 
audience, realized the importance of 
the part that Mr. Toscanini had 
played in the interpretation. Mr. 
Schelling as an artist could hardly 
have had a higher pleasure than this | 
collaboration. 


LESTER DONAHUE’S RECITAL 


Pianist Delights Audience With 
Unique Effects of “Tonal Pedal.” 


Lester Donahue, pianist, made his 
annual appearance in the Town Hall 
yesterday afternoon, playing fro.a 
Bach and Brahms, Debussy, Griffes 
and Wagner, with unique effect in 
his use of the ‘“‘tonal pedal” invented 
four years since by John Hays Ham- 
mond Jr. Mr. Donahue paused in 
the Brahms group to say, “‘I broke 
a string—I’m sorry.” His audience 


applauded, no less enthralled than 
the player himself in an exploration 
of sonorities that at moments sug- 
gested a shot reverberating in a 
cavern or far-rolling thunder after a 
storm. 

Piano playing of the ordinary sort 
was quite apart from the main in- 
terest yesterday. Mr. Donahue, al- 
ways a player to whom technique 
was but a means to more varied ex- 
pression, wrought with enthusiasm 
the magic clarity and ddélicate iri- 
descence of Debussy’s tone pastels. 
He was equally happy with Giffes's 
‘“‘White Peacock,’’ a little master- 

iece by an American who did not 
ive to see himself recognized among 
the few popular, truly lyric ‘‘mod- 
ernists.”’ 

Greater volume of sound in the 
Bach-Busoni chaconne, the Brahms 
ballade and intermezzo and the Wag- 
ner-Liszt “‘Liebestod’”’ gave Mr. Don- 
ahue’s hearers the more novel im- 
pression of a k orchestra. 
The result showed a variety of dy- 
namic light and shade to which this 
artist for two years past has devoted 
his uninterrupted work as pianist 
and interpreter.

Vienna Surgeon Uses. Electrode 
V/hich Does Not Burn Flesh.

VIENNA, March 14. — Operation 
without the use of a knife is the 
method used by the Vienna clinic of 
| Professor Eiselsberg. Dr. Karl Hut- 
| ter revealed today the interesting de- 
tails of bloodless operations he had 
performed at this clinic, in which an 
| electrode supplants the surgeon’s 
| knife.

Discusses Higher Wages, Shorter 
Day and Government Agency 
for the Unemployed. 


Introduction of machinery into in- 
dustry has produced a profound ef- 
fect upon economic and social life, 
serving to reduce production costs 
and simultaneously to increase the 
productivity of working men and wo- 
men, said William Green, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, speaking yesterday at a lunch- 
eon of the Bond Club of New York 
at the Bankers’ Club.

FOREIGN RATE RISES 
CHECK GOLD EXPORT 


Bankers Here See United Move 
Throughout World to Hold 
Metal Balances. 


DUTCH BANK RATE TO GO UP 


Foreign Exchange Holdings Cut 
—Canadian Dollar 99 1-16, but 
No Shipments Are Made. 


Concerted action throughout a 
large part of the world is being taken 
to prevent a movement of gold from 
foreign countries to the United 
States, according to opinions ex- 
pressed yesterday in Wall Street as 
a result of developments in London, 
France, Holland, Italy and Canada. 
The high money rates in New York 
have attracted large amounts of for- 
eign capital here and the resultant 
pressure against the currencies of 
most of the important foreign coun- 
tries has threatened to bring about 
shipments of gold from many 
sources. 

The Bank of Italy advanced its dis- 
count rate from 6 to 7 per cent, its 


second upward revision this year. 
The bank had advanced its rate from 
5% to 6 per cent on Jan. 5. The lat- 
est advance was a reflection of the 
conditions in Europe as a result of 
the advance in the discount rate of 
the Bank of England from 4% to 5% 
per cent last month. Its effect is 
calculated to prevent a flow of capi-

At the same time cables were re- 
ceived by bankers from Amsterdam 
saying that an advance in the dis- 
count rate of the Bank of The Neth- 
erlands is imminent. Dutch ex- 
change has weakened, both in rela- 
tion to sterling and to the dollar, 
and a reduction of about $10,000, 
in the foreign exchange holdings of 
the Dutch bank was announced yes- 
terday. 

Support in London was again the 
chief factor responsible for steadi- 
ness in sterling at a level fraction- 
ally above the point at which = 
shipments from London to ew 
York would be profitable. Much of 
this support is understood to have 
come from French sources, which 
have sold dollar balances to buy 
sterling, thus supporting the British 
rate. British shipments-of gold to 
New York had been predicted last 
week as a result of weakness in 
sterling which then prevailed. 

Germany and Argentina apparent- 
ly were the only exceptions to the 
general rule of preventing gold ex- 
ports. A total of from $16,000,000 
to $18,000,000 of gold is on the way 
here from Germany in two ship- 
ments, the first of which is sched- 
uled to arrive next Monday. Detaiis 
of this transaction are lacking, but 
it is expected that the metal will be 
converted here into German bal- 
ances which would protect the 
reichsmark from further declines 
due to the pull of foreign capital to- 
ward the New York market. A to- 
tal of $4,000,000 gold is on the way 
here from Buenos Aires as a result 
of weakness in Argentine exchange. 

Canada presented yesterday one of 





| the most striking examples of the 
|turn of events in the international 


gold situation. Canadian exchange 
at one time during the day went to a 
discount of 1% per cent, the low rec- 
ord for many years, and it closed 
at a discount of 15-16 of 1 per cent. 
This ordinarily would have caused a 
heavy movement of gold here from 
Canada, but no engagements were 
annnounced. The practice is for 
American banks to obtain gold in 
Canada through Canadian banks 
which act as their agents. The Ca- 
nadian banks at present simply are 
not acting in that capacity, owing 
to the suasion exerted by the Ca- 
nadian authorities. 

The Federal Reserve Bank an- 
nounced yesterday that imports of 
gold at New York in the last week 
totaled $83,000, which came chiefly 
from Latin America, and exports 
were $55,000, which went to Ger- 
many.

NEWSPRINT OUTPUT 
GAINED IN FEBRUARY 


Total Production Was 310,994 
Tons, Canadian Mills Showing 
an Increase Over 1928. 


MONTREAL, March 14 (Canadian 
Press)—Production of newsprint in 
Canada during February amounted 
to 187,200 tons and shipments to 
186,395 tons. Production in the 
United States was 108,644 tons and 
shipments 108,375 tons, making a 
total production of 209,844 tons and 
shipments of 294,770 tons. During 


February 18,783 tons of newsprint 
were made in Newfoundland and 
1,367 tons in Mexico,-so that the total 
North American production amount- 
ed to 310,994 tons, according to the 
Newsprint Service Bureau. 

Canadian mills produced 23,972 
tons more in the first two months 
of 1929 than in the first two months 
of 1928, an increase of 6 per cent. 
The United States output was 4,361 
tons less, or 2 per cent, than for the 
first two months of 1928. Production 
in Newfoundland was 4,447 tons 
more, or 13 per cent, in the first two 
months of 1929 and in Mexico 440 
tons more, making a total increase 
of 24,498 tons, or 4 Rw cent, over 
the same period in 1928. 

During February the Canadian 
mills operated at 77.9 per cent of 
rated capacity, United States mills 
at 77 per cent and Newfoundland 
mills at 99.3 per cent. Stock of 
newsprint paper at Canadian mills 
totaled 25,5 tons at the end of 
February and at United States mills 
35,642 tons, making a combined total 
of 61,178 tons, which was equivalent 
to 3.9 days average production.

LACK OF SOLID FRONT CITED 


Common Policy for Communications | 
Companies to Meet Foreign Com- 
petitors Is Not Looked For. 


The International Telephone and| 
Telegraph Corporation and the Ra- 
dio Corporation of America, together 
with the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, are all studying the situ- 
ation facing transatlantic communi- 
cations as a result of the merger of | 
British cable and radio properties, 


which is nearing completion, it was 
disclosed’ yesterday by Newcomb 
Carlton, president of Western Union. 
Up to the present, it is understood, 
none of the companies has been able 
to determine individual or general 
policies to meet conditions arising 
from the British merger. 

In communications circles the feel- 
ing is said to exist that American in- 
terests as regards communications 
with Great Britain, or carried partly 
over British channels, are placed in 
a position of inferiority as a result 
of the union of the empire’s com- 
nent under government con- 
rol. 

The Western Union has for years 
been under contract with several 
British cable groups for handling 
traffic. Commercial Cables Com- 
pany, although in cooperation with 
Danish and British interests in the 
Pacific, has been an active compet- 
itor of British systems in South 
America and in the Caribbean. Both 
companies up to the present employ 
only cables in foreign communica- 
tions, although International Tele- 
phone is ee construction of 
radio stations in tin America and 
the Pacific. International is the par- 
ent company of Commercial Cables. 

Radio Corporation has a long term | 
contract with the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Company to handle all 
radio traffic between the United 
States and Great Britain. The pos-| 
sibility exists.that following the fu-| 
sion of British radio and cable ser- 
vices, the sole authority in command 
might divert transatlantic business to 
cables or to the Canadian Marconi 
Company, unless satisfactory bar- 
gains could be made elsewhere. 

It is more pe ewe than ever, ob- 
servers here d yesterday, that the | 
three American systems are very far | 
from the formulation of any sort ot 
common policy, and that they would 
be debarred therefrom by the exist- 
ing laws of the United States, on the | 
grounds that a common front to!

516 bales of linters on Jan. 31 this 
year and 4,313,843 bales of lint and 
63,568 bales of linters on Feb. 28 last 
year.

Replying to an assertion by Patrick 
Crowley, president of the New York 
Central Railroad, William Bullock, 
director of the city affairs bureau of 
the Republican County Committee, 


made public last night another state- 
ment on the west side improvement 


plan. 

“President Crowley,’’ said Mr. Bul- 
lock, “talks of land the railroad 
owns. In that he errs. The land 
in question is city-owned, and held 
in part illegally by the railroad at 
present. This city land lies between 
135th and 148th Streets, and is 
planned for a freight yard. Facts 
about this city land are found in the 
report sixteen months ago denouncing 
the New York Central, by Joseph V. 
McKee, president of the Board of 
Aldermen, and Julius Miller, presi- 
dent of the Borough of Manhattan. 
Two out of many charges in this 
report follow: 

“Without authority in law and 
without the consent of the Board of 
Estimate and the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission the railroad company has en- 
c upon the bed of Twelfth 
Avenue and the intersecting streets 
in the extension of its freight yard 
facilities south of West 148th Street. 

““*Without authority in law and 
‘without the consent of the Board of 
Estimate and the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission, the railroad company phys- 
ically closed West 138th Street, 
which gave access to the waterfront, 
changed the grades of the street, and 
altered the sewer system, as well as 
encroached upon Riverside Park 
pro ag 

“These and other encroachments 
continue today, and President Crow- 
- t silent on them.”’ 

evlyn D. Benson, secretary of the 
Lower Manhattan Industrial Asso- 
ciation, Inc., also issued a statement 
on the subject in which he said in 
part: 

“The fundamental point is that 
many years ago the City of New 
York granted to the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad the right to use the} 
streets of the city for 999 years. As 
it is, the present generation must 
make a settlement that is based on 
equity. The railroad must be com- 
pensated for the loss of the right to 
use the streets and if the order of 
the Transit Commission kicking 
them off the streets curtails certain 
facilities which they now enjoy in 
one part.of the city, this curtailment 
must be compensated for in another 
part.”’ 

Mrs. John Jerome Rooney, presi- 
dent of the Washington Heights As- 
sociation for the Protection of River- 
side, made public a challenge to de- 
bate with Mr. Bullock the ‘‘grab’’ 
question.
